Born in Washington, May 19, 1873, Mr. Carusi spent 
practically all of his life here excepting a brief period when 
he practiced law in New York and during the time he served 
as a volunteer in the Spanish American War.

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History of the Class of 1931 

HIt would be a much simpler task to put the History of the Class of 
1931 on paper if it were synonymous with the doctrine of “Inverse 
Order of Alienation” ; however, as this retrospect must have a 
beginning, The Class of 1931, “as such” (with apologies to Professor 
Parse), first assembled on September 29, 1928, in the “Oid Lower 
Hall,” where the customary opening exercises were held, and where 
most of us saw for the first time Dean Carusi, Mr. Justice Siddons, 
and other members of the Faculty. 

On Monday, October 1, 1928, at 6:30 P. M., “Judge” Willett, after 
a speech of welcome, in which he instructed us how to gladden the 
hearts of the professors by giving them “a hand” when they entered 
the class room, proceeded to formally launch us upon that boundless 
sea known as the Law, with the subject of Legal Liability. It was in 
this subject that we first became acquainted with the doctrine of 
“proximate cause,” as set forth by the famous case of Scott vs. 
Shepherd, 2 W. Bl. 892, which we will remember as the “Squib Case”. 

Not many days had elapsed before we Freshmen realized that the 
Law is a jealous mistress, and our spare (?) time was taken up with 
assignments such as “Read the next forty pages”, or “Read the next 
ten cases”, and then Professor Patterson capped the climax when he 
announced his assignment as “Just read Lawson on Contracts, third 
edition”. 

Another fact was brought home to us very forcibly : that to know a 
propostion of law in our own minds, and to stand on our feet in class 
and explain it, were entirely separate matters — difficult enough in 
themselves without the added burden of being surrounded by some 
three hundred potential “panners”, who, at the slightest “lapsus 
linguae” (remember that Sales examination) , were ready to hand you 
(as Professor Munter would say, “Pardon me while I descend into 
the vernacular of the street”) the “razzberry” with variations. 

The Class of 1931, just to be different from the general run of 
classes, required five instead of the usual two weeks to elect its Offi- 
cers; and when the smoke of battle had cleared away, the successful 
candidates were announced as David E. Hall, President; Genevieve 
R. Pratt, Vice-President; William E. Deering, Secretary; William G. 
Baden, Treasurer; Katherine F. Hammond, Historian; and Thomas 
F. Shanahan, Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Who can forget that first term at “dear old National” — trying to 
find out what the Law was all about — reading, sleeping, and eating 
law — and always ready to argue a point of juridical procedure and 
render a “curbstone opinion” with the confidence and sureness of a 
Coke or Littleton. Then the second step of our coveted career was 
attempted, to wit : the first examinations, which were approached 
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generally with fear and trepidation; however, after we had just about 
given up all hope, the “marks” were passed out, and with but few' 
exceptions, the smiling countenances graphically bespoke the joyful 
results. 

With the exception of “Smokers,” the interest in social affairs dur- 
ing our Freshman year was non est factum, due no doubt to the 
strange surroundings; however, the Freshman dance which was held 
at 2400 Sixteenth Street was fairly well attended. 

A touch of romance was happily injected into our otherwise serious 
pursuit of the Law with the announcement by “Bill” Deering and 
Mary Kenny of their entry into the holy bonds of Matrimony. Good 
luck to the firm of Deering & Deering. 

It is only meet and proper that a few of the student accomplish- 
ments, during the Freshman year, should be mentioned. The Eugene 
Carusi Gold Medal for the highest average in the Freshman Class 
went to Merritt L. Smith, with Honorable Mention to Edwin T. Bean 
and Clarence O. Luhn; the John Byrne & Company Prize for the 
best examination in Bills and Notes was won by Helen Bowers, and 
Honorable Mention by Amos T. Pagter and Merritt L. Smith; and 
the Faculty Prize for the best debater went to A. Sherman Chris- 
tenson. 

Coming now to the Junior Year, our attention was very forcibly 
directed to Equity Jurisprudence, Real Property, and the Adjective 
Law, with the result that the Freshman feeling of “I know it all” 
gave way to an intelligent determination, especially so after a particu- 
larly long dissertation on a knotty problem in Equity by Professor 
Johnson, who invariably concluded with, “and so you see it is all 
quite simple”. 

The Class lost little time in organizing, and elected the following 
Officers for the Junior Year: Charles H. Bair, President; Grace Irene 
Kanode, Vice-President; William E. Deering, Secretary; William G. 
Baden, Treasurer; Genevieve R. Pratt, Historian; and Louis Engel, 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The Junior Prom was held at the Carlton Hotel and was a magnifi- 
cent success. The usual “Smoker” was held at the Silver Springs 
Armory, and a good time was had by all (who went). 

Some of us enjoyed Professor Munter’s classes in Practice and 
Procedure, in which we visited the local courts to witness “Blind 
Justice in Her Shrine”, to quote a bit, and as some lawyer has aptly 
phrased it, “saw the law books get up and walk around”. 

The Hurst Gold Medal for the highest average in the Junior Class 
was won by Ugo J. A. Carusi, and Honorable Mention by T. Town- 
send Beaman; the Emma Deal Denton Gold Medal for the best final 
examination in Equity Jurisprudence went to Charles L. Curtis, with 
Honorable Mention to Wilber A. Gallahan and Beverly S. Simms; 
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the F. H. Thomas Law Book Company Prize for the best examination 
in Real Property was won by C. Chester Guy, and Honorable Mention 
by Helen Bowers, Harold C. Davis, and Daniel D. Weymouth ; and 
the Faculty Prize for the best debater went to Lloyd G. Andrews. 

Following a much deserved vacation from that strenuous Junior 
Year, the Class of 1931 returned for the final lap of the journey as 
Seniors, with but few casualties in its membership. The Class pro- 
ceeded with the usual elections and the successful candidates were 
announced as follows: C. Chester Guy, President; Grace Irene Kanode, 
Vice-President; William E. Deering, Secretary; William G. Baden, 
Treasurer; C. Nelson Bean, Class Historian; Edwin E. Sievers, Class 
Orator; Nathan Fridenberg, Sergeant-at-Arms ; and William E. Mc- 
Cain, editor of the Docket. 

Having at last reached the point where we were eligible for the 
Moot Court, we were promptly admitted to practice before that Bar 
by Mr. Justice Glenn Willett, after obeying the command of Clerk 
Bellew to “Hold-up-your-right-hand-please”. Many interesting and 
laughable events transpired in the trial of these cases. Some students 
attempted to cite Corpus Juris as primary authority, and others in- 
sisted upon filing verified demurrers. One of the juries in a murder 
case, after reaching a deadlock at nine to three for acquittal, finally 
decided that some sleep would not be amiss, and returned a verdict 
of Manslaughter; neverthless, the “criminal” was seen in class the 
following evening. The Class is greatly indebted to Judge Willett for 
his patience and kindly assistance in helping to smooth out some of 
the difficulties encountered at the trial table — may his shining star 
of wisdom continue to lighten the path of nebulous lawyers for many 
moons to come! 

The Senior Prom, which was held at the new Shoreham Hotel, was 
a success in more ways than one, thanks to the efforts of the Officers 
and Social Committee, and the noble support extended by the Class 
of 1931 “as such” (page Professor Barse). 

Many of the students were surprised to find a course listed in the 
schedule under the title, “Conflict of Laws”, as they were under the 
impression that that course had been with them ever since the first 
term. 

This last year will, in all probability, loom larger and form a more 
lasting impression upon our memories than either of the two preced- 
ing years; but who can forget Professor O’Donnell’s case in Torts of 
The Five Barrel Staves, or his Little Green Book in Common Law 
Pleading, and his Sunday School Classes in both subjects; then ther* 
was Professor Patterson’s John Doe and Richard Roe in Contracts 
and Real Property ; Professor Marshall’s Municipal Ordinances made 
with a piece of tin and a paint brush ; and last but not least, Professor 
Munter’s “Nemo dat, Quod non habet” in Sales. 

From time immemorial (or as a Law Student would say, extendin'* 
back beyond the time when the memory of man runneth not to the 
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contrary), after having victoriously reached an objective, men have 
paused to reflect and direct their gaze back over the toilsome road 
upon which they have so successfully trod, and weighed the fruits of 
victory against the costs and hardships incurred in the winning 
thereof: and now, as we of the Class of 1931 draw near the end of 
our journey, and in turn focus our glance in retrospect, we come to 
the conclusion that the trials and tribulations which loomed so larg( 
in the encounter are but mole hills in comparison with the realization 
of our accomplishments. The acquaintances which we have made and 
the warm friendships which we have formed during our three years 
at National, will be remembered and cherished when the Rule in 
Shelley’s Case is but a haze upon the horizon of our memory.

1908, at Chicago Kent College of Law, for the purpose of promoting a 
higher professional standard among women law students and lawyers, 
and strengthening, by educational and social activities, the ties of 
friendship among them. Kappa Beta Pi is not only the oldest women’s 
legal sorority in existence, but its progressive and earnest endeavors 
have enabled it to become one of international scope and influence. 
At the present time there are thirty-six students, and eight alumnae, 
chapters in recognized law schools in the United States, one chapter in 
Canada, and one in Paris, France. Kappa Beta Pi is the first fraternal 
organization, general or professional, to install a chapter on the 
European continent.

Fifty per cent usually fail. Personal deficiency is the cause. 

Self-preparation requires more than blackletter text and quizzes. One omits what he 
thinks he knows. Self-correction of unknown deficiencies in understanding of principles, 
law-application, and accuracy of expression, are not easy, even if time were available. 

Repeated failures after making mere “quiz” courses show that the bar examination 
is NOT a memory test. The applicant must analyze about one hundred problems, covering 
the field of law, apply the pertinent principles, reason to logical conclusions, and express 
concise answers with brief supporting arguments. 

After all the money, time and energy devoted to a general study of law, is it wise to 
invite failure? Not being admitted to the bar may obstruct advancement now. Later it 
may cause irreparable loss. Eligibility is jeopardized by delay. Requirements become 
more rigid. 

How can a student properly prepare without interference with regular law school work? 
National students know the answer.
